Connelurrille, Pa., Dec. 19-—Four 


hundred miners are entombed In the 
Darr mines of the Pittsburg Coal 
company at Jacobs Creek, on the 
.Youghiogheny river, eighteen miles 
vest of here. 
Of these, four hun- 


dred, fully 800 are Americans, the 
rest being principally Hungarians. 


IA! terrific explosion shook the vicin- 
ity of the mine today and announc- 
ed to all the surrounding community 
that a great convulsion of some kind 
had occurred d'own under the sur- 
face. 


Shortly after smoko began to is- 


Boe In heavy columns from the mouth 
of the mine, which Is of the slopo 
variety. 
The mouth of the mine 


was wrecker and this circumstance in 
connection with the fire which was 
discovered to be raging inside, pre- 
vented effectually up to 1 o'clock, 
many attempts at rescue of .the en- 
tombed miners. 


The building of the Federal Sup 


• ply company, adjacent 
to tho en- 


trance .to the mine, was slightly dam- 
aged by the force of the shock, cans- 
Ing the building to rock and some 
of lt« windows to break. 


.'Among those Imprisoned In the 


jrfne are Pit Boss O'Connell and two 


Brfl bosses. 


On account of the violence of the 


explosion which rent the interior of 
the mine and the presence of fire, 
with the blocked condition ot the 
mouth of the slope, it is not thought 
there Is much chance for the men 
Inside. 


Whether they have survived or 


•will survive is one of the uncertain- 
ties of .the present hour. 


There is no means yet of doing 


more than to guess whether it was 
gas or coal dust that exploded. 


The scene of the explosion is on 


tha Plttsburg and J^ake Erie rail- 
road beside the Tough loghenr rivor. 
Tacobs Creek, on the main line of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, is 
across the river. It Is forty miles 
east of Plttsburg and eighteen miles 
west of Connellsville. 


Within a few minutes after the ex 


plosion the mouth of the pit was sur- 
rounded by the relative and friends 
of the entombed miners. The scenes 
were most pitiful. The smoko and 
names Issuing from the.slope made 
It Impossible to enter and the wives 
and children were frantic. 


Every effort Is being made to sub- 


due tho flre, but it was burning so 
fiercely that no headway could be 
made. 


It Is stated that the superintendent 


of the mine is one of those impris- 
oned. 
It is Raid he went Into the 


mine this forenoon to investigate its 
condition and was caught In the ex- 
plosion.

How Patrons May Assist in 


Securing Very Best 


Service. 


"A little thoughtful care on the part 


of the general public with reference to 
mail matters at holiday time would re- 
sult not only In making the work of 
the 
postal 
employes 
measurably 


lighter, but what is still more Import- 
ant would materially assist in making 
the mail service more efficient in the 
transmission and delivery of gifts sent 
by mail," said Postmaster Hanna to- 
day. 
Then the postmaster outlined 


some of the precautions to be ob- 
served. He said: 
"Packages should be so wrapped as 


to safely bear transmission through 
the mails. They should be legibly ad- 
dressed. 
The address, if possible, 


should be written in ink. At the St. 
Louis national convention of postmas- 
ters we were instructed to keep be- 
fore the people the importance of the 
sender putting his own name and ad- 
dress on the wrapper so as to Insure 
the return of the letter or package to 
him should it fall ot delivery. We 
were also instructed to call attention 
to the fact that the street address of 
the addressee when known to the 
sender, should be given. The street 
address of the sender should be made 
a part of his return card. 


Rates of Postage. 


"Mail matter Is divided into four 


classes and when matter of a higher 
class is inclosed with matter of a low- 
er class the package Is subjected to 
the higher rate. For Instance, a book 
Is third-class matter and goes at the 
rate of Ic for each two ounces or frac- 
tion 
thereof. 
A 
handkerchief is 


fourth-class matter and Is chargeable 
at the rate of one cent for each ounce 
or fraction thereof. When these two 
articles arp mailed under one cover, 
nnd they frequently are. the charge 
is about twice as much as it is when 
th-'.v are mailed separately. The aver- 
' ~i> size box of cigars when mailed as 
fourth-class matter costs ISc. The av- 
erage size letter when mailed as first- 
class matter costs 2c, but when both 
are mailed under one cover, the charge 
is 36 cents. 


"With a package of fourth-class mat- 


ter, prepaid at the proper rate, the 
srnrter may enclose any mallablc ront- 
ler ot the third-class. A single card 
bearing the written name of the .sen- 
der and such inscriptions as "Merry 
Christmas." 
"Happy 
New 
Year," 


"With nest Wishes," etc., may also be 
Inclosod with fourth-class matter with- 
out affecting the classification. 


"Valuable matter should be rcgis 


torod. First-class matter when regis- 
tered must bo sealed.

TRIBUTE TO LORD KELVIN. 


Edison Speaks of Greatness of th 


Late British Scientist 


West Orange, N. J., Dec. 19.— 


Thomas A. Edison, In an interview 
expressed great regret at the death 
of Lord Kelvin, who had been hi 
friend for thirty-five years. 


"Lord 
Kelvin certainly had the 


master mind In science, for the worli 
seldom sees such a man as he was,' 
said Mr. Edison. "First of all, he was 
great as a mathematician and then 
he developed into the greatest o 
scientists. I think it is safe to say 
that he gave more attention to sucl 
subjects as the power of the tide 
and the crust of the earth than an: 
other scientist. Kelvin may truly 
said to have been the life and soul o 
the Atlantic cable and they are stil 
using the instruments which he in 
vented so many years ago. It is a 
matter of history that he was also 
identified with practically all the oth 
er great cables which have Been laid.'

the first trains from Pittsburg and 
the towns adjacent to Jacobs Creek. 


This is the third big mine catastro-

Provisions.

New York, Dec. 19.—The Journal 


of Commerce today says: 


"It was learned yesterday that the 


Union Pacific directors have, in com- 
mon with directors of other roads 
owning and operating coal mines, been 
discussing the question of the segre- 
gation of the coal and transportation 
departments in accordance with tha 
provisions of the rate law of last year. 


"The provisions of this law will pro- 


hibit them on and after May 1 from 
transporting any article or commod- 
ity, other than timber, manufactured 
or produced by them. The interpre- 
tation given the law by the attorneys 
for the Union Pacific is that the com- 
pany may produce and transport Its 
own coal for its own use in in transL 
portation or otherwise, but shall not 
sell such coal (from its own mines) 
before or after it has been transport- 
ed. In accordance with this interpre- 
tation of the law It is planned by tha 
Union Pacific to keep its coal mines 
for its own exclusive use. 


"They will be operated sufficiently 


to supply the Union Pacific system 
whenever the coal of the mines can 
be delivered cheaper than from other 
sections, but consumers, even In the 
company's district, will be compelled 
to buy their supplies elsewhere, which, 
means, the directors believe, that the 
Union Pacific will receive a large and 
profitable haul on new traffic. 


"The Union Pacific Coal company 


is owned almost exclusively by the 
Union Pacific Railroad company. Its 
entire capital stock of $5,000,000 is so 
owned. 
The coal company has $G,- 


000,000 
outstanding 
in 5 per cent 


bonds, of which $628,000 only are in 
the hands of the public, the remain- 
ing $4,372,000 being In the Union Pa- 
cific treasury."

The Washington version of the fam- 


ous case as telegraphed to the Indian- 
apolis Star 
by its 
correspondent, 


Louis Ludlow, is as follows: 


"An Indian named James L. Wolcott, 


of Maumee City, O., a descendant of 
Chief Little Turtle, has won what ap- 
pears to be a clean-cut victory in his 
contention that he is entitled to 320 
acres of the highest priced land in 
Allen county, Indiana, a considerable 
part of which is in the heart of the 
business district of Fort Wayne, and 
covered 
with improvements worth 


many millions of dollars. 


"Congressman Isaac R. Sherwood, of 


the Toledo district has secured a deci- 
sion from the interior department that 
sustains his client and establishes an 
unbroken chain of title. The depart- 
ment has taken over a year to investi- 
gate this rhiim. 
The memorandum 


of the case -vhich it furnished to Gen. 
Sherwood 1' lay, set forth in the fol- 
lowing statement of facts: 


By the treaty of October 6. 1S18, be- 
tween the United States and the Mi- 
ami Indians, there was reserved to 
Meshenoqua, or "Little Turtle," a sec- 
tion of land. This grant was in town- 
ship 26. range 10 east, and embraced 
parts of sections 7, 8. 1? ind IS in said 
township and range. 


A patent was issued on March 24. 
1871. and sent to the Hon. E. D. Peck, 
member of congress, for delivery to the 
heirs of Mosiir-nniiua. or "Little Turtle." 
the chief hl-*"i- having died before the 
patent was ii-pnrd. 
The pat-"-- 
. ntalned a clause forbid- 
ding tl«" K'|I 
i-.r alienation of the land 
without ti-i- ".insert of the president of 
the United States. 
The rfooids do not show that any 
conveyance of the land ever has been 
n°ade by tin- nelra of "Llttlo Turtle." 
It Is established that James L. Wol- 
cott Is a great-grandson of Mesheno- 
qua. or "Llttje Turtle." There Is noth- 
ing to show that tho heirs of "Little 
Turtle" cv«r had possession 
of 
the 
land. Wolcott's claim in the estate Is 
320 acres. 
Gen. Sherwood feals certain he has 


won his case. He will decide In a 
day or two what step to take next. 
Wolcotfs title is only to the land, but 
as much of it is covered by business 
blocks and buildings there Is likely to 
be a maze of litigation, such as Allen 
count" '

dian seems to be in a fair way to join 
the class of multi-tnllllonalres.

Whether 
he will buy the buildings on the land, 
or what will become of them, are 
problems •till to be figured out.

serious credence or attention to claims 
like Wolcotfs, but In his case the

Wolcott case. For forty years 
the 


persistent descendant of Chief Little 
Turtle from his little home in Mau- 
mee, Ohio, has been fighting In an at- 
tempt to establish that he has a legiti- 
mate claim on Fort Wayne property 
as the great grandson of the famous 
Miami chieftain who died July 14, 
1812, at his lodge a short distance 
north of the confluence of 
the St 


Mary's and the St. Joseph's rivers in 
this city, and whose bones were laid 
to rest In a spot near the center of 
the old orchard where the present dis- 
trict of Lakeside Is located. Yet from 
the first the Wolcott claim has never 
caused serious apprehension in Fort 
Wayn«, for It has been continuously 
asserted that the local district upon 
which Wolcott was casting longing 
eyes was vested in Its present hold- 
ers by an Impregnable chain of title. 


Going back to the treaty or Green- 


ville, August 3, 1796, the various In- 
dian tribes ceded to the United States 
a tract of land six miles square In 
tho immediate vicinity of what is now 
Fort Wayne. 


Grant to Little Turtle. 


By the treaty concluded October 6, 


1818, at St. Mary's, Ohio, between Jon- 
athan Jennings, Lewis Cass and Ben- 
jamin Parke as commissioners of the 
United States, and the Miami tribe of 
Indians, the red 
men 
relinquished 


rights to further territory In this re- 
gion, with certain reservations which 
were apportioned to certain individual 
Indians. Among the latter was the 
stipulation to Meshenoqua, or Little 
Turtle, of "one section of land on the 
south side of the Wabash, where the 
portage path strikes the same." 


This Is the grant cited in the claim 


of the Ohio man, and described as 
located In "township 26, range 10 east, 
and embracing a part of sections 7, 8, 
17 and 18 In said township and range." 
There Is neither Wabash river nor 
township 26 In Allen county, but the 
description is In full accord with the 
location indicated in the treaty of 1818 
as "on the south sfde of the Wabash, 
where the portage path strikes the 
same." This land Is undoubtedly In 
Salamonle township. Hunting-ton coun- 
ty, instead of within the city limits 
of Fort Wayne, as Mr. Wolcott has 
fondly Imagined. The belief here Is 
that If Mr. Wolcott has any Just claim 
at all, It Is upon farm land in Hunting- 
ton county, and not upon Fort Wayne 
realty. John G. Heller and John Dret- 
belblss, at the head of big abstracting 
concerns in this city and unquestion- 
ably more familiar with the titles to 
Allen county property than any other 
men In the city, say that BO far as 
their observation has gone Little Tur- 
tle was never the owner of any real 
estate In Fort'Wayne. 


Wolcott Property Here. 


It Is certain that In early days a 


James Wolcott acquired by partition 
some real estate in Fort Wayne. This 
was a portion of the estate of William 
Wells, a brother-in-law of Little Tur- 
tle, and It comprised what is now the 
Bakes and Romy additions, embracing 
thirty-seven, acres lying immediately 
north of the St. Mary's river at its 
junction with the 
St. Joseph's, ex- 


tending northward to Wagner strep.* 
and westward to Spy Run avenue. It 
is also said that as early as 1870 the 
present James Wolcott instituted suit 
in the circuit court here to establish 
his claim to this property, but the suit 
was decided against him. There is a 
possibility that in purchasing his claim 
before the Interior department as an 
heir of Little Turtle, Mr. Wolcott may 
have been le'd Into the belief that he 
was contending for the Fort Wayne 
property of which the Wolcott tract 
was originally a part. 


William 
Wells 
pre-empted 32'0 


acres of land at the junction of the 
St. Mary's and the St. Joseph's rivers 
at a very- early date, the patent for 
,ihe property having been issued to 
Wells by President James Monroe 
and bearing date of November 16, 
1824. It is regarded here as to say 
the least, extremely doubtful that the 
government should Issue a patent on 
the land it had but six years before 
ceded to Little Turtle, as would be 
the case If Mr. Wolcott's claim to 
Fort Wayne property were well found- 
ed. 


Embraced Big Tract. 


James Wolcott, as one of the heirs 


of Wells by reason of his marriage to 
a daughter of the latter, went Into 
court on June 9, 1826, and petitioned 
for. a division of the Wells reserve ot 


320 acres between th eeight heirs of 
Wells, whereupon John Tlpton, Alex- 
ander Ewlng and Joseph Hoi man were 
named as commissioners to partition 
tho property. 
The entire tract ex- 


tended northward from the St. Mary's 
river to what Is now Elizabeth street, 
and west ward from the St. Joseph 
river to the present Wells street, thus 
embracing all the present Spy Run 
avenue district and the eastern halt 
of Bloomlngdale, northward to and 


including the site of the St. Vincent 
orphan asylum. 


Of this land a tract designated as 


lot No. 4, comprising thirty-seven 
acres, was set off to James Wolcott, 
as an heir of Captain Weils, and the 
records show that on May 5, 1826, 
Wolcott sold his tract to Moses Scott 
for the munificent sum of S250. This, 
as has been stated, was the land at 
the Immediate confluence of the 
St. 


Mary's and the St. Joseph's rivers 


and extended approximately north- 
ward to Wagner street and westward 
to Spy Run avenue. Other heirs at 
various times disposed of other por- 
tion* of the Wells reserve and the 
title to all the property in question Is 
regarded as soundly established in tho 
present owners of the property. 


It Is pointed out by real estate au- 


thorities here that If tho Wells re- 
serve or any part of It was forming 
the basis of the Wolcott claim, the 


legal description of the property would 
be materially different from that giv- 
en In the Washington dispatch. If it 
were section land its description would 
be section 1, township 30, range 12. 
but the Fort Wayne tract being re- 
serve land I'r not so indicated in the 
real estate records. Local authorities 
were unprepared to state the probable 
effect upon the present owners of the 
property 
even 
If 
Wolcott's 
claim 


should be sustained by the 
higher 


courts, but inasmuch as Information, 
at hand indicates that Fort Wayne 
city property Is not Involved at all, 
they say the action can have no local 
effect.

one's own fancy, or even to arrange 
them at once by tacking the ribbon 
into shape upon the blanketing. 


A ribbon with a little purl or open 


fancy edge will be easier to manipu- 
late than one that is finished quite 
straight, as the stitches can be more 
readily hidden. The ribbon should be 
run down to the blanketing on both 
sides, and well gathered on the inner 
side of the curves to prevent its pock- 
ering. 
If preferred, it, 'may be laid 


down with a very narrow white or 
colored cord or braid, but this will 
not be found as easy and simple as 
running. 
A monogram, worked 
in 


coarse tapestry wool, is a great addi- 
tion. 
For making up the cosies, a 


lining should be added of sateen of 
the same color as the ribbon.' Those 
sketched are bound together with rib- 
bon, and the bath blanket is finished 
in the same way: but they look very 
well with tlie edges overcast In fancy 
buttonhole stitch with tapestry wool.

weariness of the muKnaten In dlsmianlnK 
the matter. 
Evidently those who do wont 
to muko the venture arc unwilling to 
admit the effort publicly until prepared 
to plunge Into open w:irfar«. 
On Tuesday ITesldent O'Brien of the 


association. President Havener of 
tho 
Milwaukee cluh, and Jimmy CuIIahon nru 
aliened to have held a. conferonoo'ln Chi- 
cago with the view of putting an apsocla- 
tlo'u club 
here In charge 
of Callaban. 
Yesterday 
In 
Milwaukee 
President 
O'Brien denied 
emphatically that any 
such meeting had been held, but on thn 
other band Callahan came out with a 
signed declaration that ho had Iwen of- 
fered .in American Association franchise 
In Chicago. 
The American Association still being 
a part of organized baseball. President 
O'Brien hardly could afford to admit ru> 
connection with a secession plot at pres- 
ent, were It true, but Oallahan has noth- 
ing to lose by announcing his ambition. 
The l.ogan Square magnate has been 
anxious to bring aboitt something of the 
kind for a year, always having had in 
mind the. brilliant move by hl« old time 
employer, 
Comlskey. when the 
latter 
broke through the picket lines and estah- 
' Hubert a club here in opposition to the 
National League. 
That the warlike minors are a long 
ways from prepared to take the plunge 
Is certain, according to well Informed 
baseball men. 
The easiest part of the 
entire deal Is to set backing for the Chl- 
CKgo club, because almost any one would 
be willing to back a club In Chicago. But 
when the club Is quartered 
In Chicago 
It will be necensary to fill breaks In the 
ranks elsewhere, ns some of the associa- 
tion magnates arc against the 
warlike 
move and have announced they wl!l*wlth- 
draw their cluhs and parks from the cir- 
cuits If the majority decide to attempt 
the 
war measure. 
The National and 
American Leagues, of course, would fur- 
nish thn backing for the element in the 
American Association which sticks to the 
notional agreement, and thus the Ameri- 
can Association would have a war on^lts 
its bands in Its own territory as well as 
with the big leagues In Chicago. 
There 
would be two American Associations and 
it would be a war to -thci death for one 
of them.

members are energetically hustling to get 
financial backing, and a local baseball 
man yesterday was unkind enough to 
suggest that the newspaper advertising 
was a good thing for tho Invasion in Its 
present state of development. 
President M. E. Contillon of the Minne- 


apolis club, yesterday said: "T have been 
trying today to purchase 
two players. 
This would be foolish if there was any 
prospect of me being able to go out and 
steal them." 
President Charles Murphy of the Cubs 
does not believe the American Associa- 
tion will make the plunge. "Organization 
has brought the national sport to Its 
present high stage." said he. "and any 
effort to disrupt such organization will 
be opposed strongly bv thn major and 
othQr minor leagues. 
I doubt If all tho 
clubs In the American Association favor 
the putting of a club In Chicago, their 
owners knowing full well the cost pf such 
a move. The clubs in organized baseball 
have well defined territorial rights anil 
will protect 
them when tho 
occasion 
arises." 
President Comlskey said it was a deli- 
cate subicct for him to discuss. "Nobody 
wired me to come In," commented the 
head of the White Sox.
